Two big corporations yesterday an- 
nounced they would pay to smaller sal- 
uried employes bonuses to meet the ex- 
traordinary advance in price of the 
necessities of life. In stating that the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé Railway 
had arranged to distribute $2,750,000 
extra among its employes, E. P. Ripley, 
President, said: 

“In the last two years, especially 
since the influence of the European war 
has been fully felt, our railway system 
has enjoyed what appears’to be an ab- 
normal prosperity. The same factors 
which have produced this prosperity 
have made substantial increases—which 
it is hoped will be temporary—in the 
cost of living. 

“In recognition of these conditions 
our Board of Directors today authorized 
us to make in a lump sum a distribu- 
tion of additional compensation equal 
to 10 per cent. of a year's pay,to all 
employes who have been in the service 
of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
system for at least two years and whose 
annual compensation. does not exceed 
$2,500, and whose compensation is not 
paid according to present or former con- 
tract schedutes. 

“The payments of the amounts thus 
authorized ‘will be made as soon as the 
necessary * computations can be com- 
pleted. It is estimated that the amount 
thus to be distributed. will be approxi- 
mately $2,750,000,°° .

MAKES A PLEA, FOR ACTION 


Greater Powers for President o! 
the Republic Needed, 
He Asserts. 


FULL CONTROL FOR STATE 


Urges a Special Department to 
Handle Hygiene and Other 
Public Services.

PARIS, Dec. 5.—A French political 
writer of note who has éxceptional in- 
side knowledge of affairs has written 
the following article-for THE NEw YORE 
Trius on the allied political situation: 

“Sir Edward Carson said a year ago: 
‘1t is a terrible error to think one can 
preserve all the organizations of peace 
times during a war.’ The French 
crisis, which is not realty a crisis but a 
regéneration, has no other origin but 
this. 

“The institution of a new .order of 
things is incumbent on the French as 
on the British and Russian Govern- 
ments, Everywhere military methods, 
discipline, co-ordination, and selection 
are essential to the supreme necessity 
ef immediate action. When one has 
constructed cannon able-to hurl shells, 
at an initial speed of so many hundred, 
yards a second it is impossible for the 
men behind these cannon—the military 
leaders and political organizers—to have 
a thinking capacity, -the rapidity of 
which is not in rélation to the powers of 
these engines. And when one has shells 
weighing a ton which strike a target 
with the force of a mountain hurled 
from its base the men who directly or 
indirectly have unlogsed this defensive 
cataclysm must project their ideas from 
the state of conception to that of real- 
ization with thé same lightning. rapidity 
and the same .formidable impact. In 
all the European States now at war 
there is a.search for these. men. -of 
rapid thought and immediate action. 

“It has become impossible to kedp 
the civil population behind the line of 
the armies without an immediate link 
of co-operation with the combatants.

The zone of the armies is a fiction. ‘The 
general mobilization of all able-bodied 
men after two years.of war entails the 
mobilization of the whole population. It 
might have been foreseen. Make peace 
or act..

The 
Waldorf portion of the hotel is held in 
trust by the Fariners’ Loah and Trust 
Company for William Waldorf Astor, 
Jr., and the Astoria property is owned 
by Vincent Astor.
